The Mevting Last Evenlng In the Ieuss of
Kepresentutives—Speechos on the Ovension.

Wasursaros, April 5,—The memorial ser-
vices in honor of the late Major-General
I'homas were held in the bhall of the Hounse of
Representatives to-night, 'The galleries were
densely crowded, and in the place allowed the
diplomatio corps were several foreign minis-
ters, attaches of legations, and ladies of their
respective families, The gallery upgumto the
Speaker's chair was oocoupied by the Marine
Tiand. The places on the floor were filled
principally by Rle j)resentntwos and Bonators,
together with judges of the Dialriet of Co-
Jumbia Courts, and officers of the army, in-
cluding General Sherman.

On one side of the main aisle, fronting the
area in front of the Hpeaker's chair, were
President Grant, Becretaries Fish, Robeson,
and Belknap, Attorney-General Hoar, and
Postmaster-General Creswell (Becretary ‘Bont-
well is absent from the city). On the other

Remnrks were mads by General Cox, who
soid they bad met to-night to mourn the
donth of one whom the nation prononnced to
be one of its greatest mmen, By friend and
foo he was regarded as a model man, both as
a soldier and citizen, His own claim to be
here to-night was that he served with General
Thotwas in  severnl campaigns and was
honored with his friendship, li{a passad a
bigh euloginm upon the charvactor of the de.
censed for bravery, modesty, and stern in-
tegrity,

General MeOook, Governor of Colorado,
snid that the presence here to-night of not
only the comrades who had served with Gene-
ral Thomas, but the representatives of the
people of the United Btates who conferred
npon him Lis rank and honors, attestthe
grief which possessed all hearts, and after
pnying o tribute to the virtues of the de-
ceased genernl, General MeoOook read a series
of remlutimm concluding as follows: —
Resnlevd, 'l‘lnt in the mimple bnt masaive great
NECKN, |Iu v\ml Justice, the entire devotion to th
fntercats of his vonutry whiah charsctorized General
Thomns, wa recognise hig lkeness to him who was
YRret In war, fret in peace, and Arst in the lhearts of
his coantrymen.’

Resolved, That his name and memory can never
perish from the hearts of his soldlers or his country-
men, and the last sad tribute we can pay to him 18
to this record our love, our sadmiration, and our
reverence,

General Sherman said that his mind turned
back thirty years ago when life was fresh and
new, andin this connection he spoke of their
intimacy while in Florida, and then briefly
truced the military career of his deceased
comrade, concluding with the remark that
his death might be traced to long exposure
and the shocks that ever attend the tumults of
war, and to the providence of that God who
rules all things for the best,

Chief Justice Chase next said that he and
his associates of the Bupreme Court came to
join the honored President and Cabinet, and
Senators and Representatives, and all of their
fellow-gitizens, 1n homage to the memory of
the great soldier whom the nation mourns,
Ile also spoke of him as n private citizen,
possessed of singular intelligence and aceu-
racy of information.

1f he were called npon to name his most
distingnishing feature, ho would say it was
self-abnegation, Perhaps it would be more
correct to say absolnte unconsciousness of
self.  His patriotism waq profound and sin-
cere; but it was not the patriotism which
lives upon the lips. e was without fear
and without reproach.

The Arion Society then sang a dirge.

Unrl Bchurz was introduced s a general of
the volunteer aruy, but now a Senator from
Missouri. He said, in speaking of General
Themas, his eulogy was written in millioas of
bearts before ha died. The oath he had
taken to defend {he republic and maintain
the laws wns more potent in his patriotic
lieart than the voice of his mother State,
Frow ohseurity Lie rose to fame, but fame did
not affect the glorions simplicity of his char-
ucter,

General Gorfield said it was his privilege
to know General Thomas as his friend; for
two years e saw him every day in some of
the most stirring scenes of his life, He
enlled attention to the great gift of character
and famwe he left to his country. First and
foremost was the patriotism of the deceased.
Born in Virgluia, loving his native State, as
we all love our own, his henrt full of its tra-
ditions, nnd where all he loved was centred;
yet, wheu the day of trial came, he never
needed to make a choice; he was on the right
side; he wios no doubting Thomas. The
country needed not to show its wounds be-
fore Le believed, but when the first threat
wns made against his conntry’s liberties, he
took sides with the republie against all ene-
mies.

General Cox said that putting the resolu-
tions to a vote was meroly a matter of form,
but it might, nevertheless, be satisfactory to
take the question, and he therenpon stated
it, and the resolutions were adopted. It was
also resolved that a copy should be sent to
the widow of Geuneral Thomas, and the assem-
bly separated.
